Gentlemen. 
32 Y dvelirc 15 to acquaint you with our 
y proccedings in thisCounty {ince the 
reduciyg ot Chepſtow ; and how we 
=<9 have cauſed Major Gen. Waſhington, 
who had 15co boric and foot , beſides a great 
tation in the County, to quit it, and rcfuſcd to 
fight with us. My forces conlifting of 1 5% 
horle and foot, and the Monmouthſhire Club- 
men under Sir Trevor Walliams, being 1500 foot 
and 200 horſe, Both thele being joyncd wet 
concluded toattempt Monmouth, in which dc- 
figne it pleaſed God ro proſper us ; upon the 
firit attempt we got the Towne, the enemy be 
takin!

taking *theraſclyes to -( there Jaſt reſuge ) the 
Caſtile, which being three daics-belicge d, 4 (00 
rered our Mines, which were almoſt ready c0 
fpring,, and then they beata parley, which we 
GiterGiokd} coniclding ; the delivery of the 
Caſllle, with all the Armes, Artillery, Ammuni- 
tion, and proviſions therein (fave onely the Of- 
ficers to march away with their Horſes and 
Armes)immediately unto us,for the Parliaments 
uſc, which was inſtantly aGed,ſending withithem 
a convoy towards Heretord. 

We tooke in the Caſtle ſeyen PLECCS of @rd- 
nance, tourcfling picces, 300 Muskets, 100” 
Pikes, ten barrcls of Powder, with Bullet and 
March proportionable, 24 barrels of Perer and 
Britaſtonc, and a reaſonable quantity of all ſorts 
of provilion. By thele ſucceiles all Southwales 
1s brougat into a good condition, anddeclare 
rhemſclves ſor the Parliament.

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Two Letters from an Officer 


in Monmouth, to a Gentleman 
in London. 


Worthy Sir, 
Wo Trevor Williams met us pon Munday and 


Tueſday laft between Chepſtow and Monmouth 
at our Rendez.you% , with 2000 Monmouth- 
hire men well armed. Wherenpon our Gover- 
our Col. Morgan (who notwithſtanding his ſick- 
reſſe ſhewed in all theſe enterprizes much attivity 
and walour ) advanced yeſterday within view of 
Monmouth, and upon drawing out into parties to 
orme the Towne, Sir Trevor and hi men with un- 
expected reſolution joyned with us, which the Townſ- 
men of Monmouth perceiving laid down their Armes, 
whereupon Sir H.Luns'ord . not Sir Thomas Lunſ- 
ford ) the Governour betooke himſelfe to the Caſtle, 
and we pefſeſtthe Town. Our Forre$ters are minin 
Leartily already, and I doubt not but I ſhall certifie 
youof thetakgng it ſhortly. However it impoſſible 
for

for them to be reliewed( for they have left us the Town 
extreamly well fortified.) The Herefordſhire men 
have ſent to Col. Kerle (who 3s now here with us )to 
joyn with them, aud that they will all riſe in Armes 
againſt Hereford and blocke them up ; ſo ſoon as this 
caſtle is taken Col. Kerle will aſſiſt them in the ſerwice. 
This Colonell was one that was formerly for the King, 
but for a yeere did expreſſe his affeStion and reall in- 
tention for the Parliament , and upon bis comming int 
brought a Troop of borſe, and obtained the delivery of 
the caſtle to the Parliaments forces,which might have 
continued theirs, had it been as carefully kept , as he 
faithful in performance. Sir , my preſent extraordi- 
nary imployment here enforces me to breake off abrupt-
